(a) Each lot as set out in the catalogue or as 
divided or combined with any other lot or lots is 
sold by the vendor with all faults, imperfections 
and errors of descriptions. 

(b) Glendining & Co. do not accept responsibility

Some effort seems to have been made by the mint authorities, presumably on 
instructions from the Bank, to position the George HI oval [and octagonal] 
countermarks in a central position, and, of course, upright in relation to the busts 
of Charles III and Charles IV of Spain and countermarks in other positions are 
invariably false. The countermark on the present coin—the only example of one 
inverted noted by the cataloguer—is of good style and we have no reason to 
question it’s authenticity. It is also worth mention that Bank of England records 
show Half-Dollars going into the current cash account for twenty-eight out of 
sixty entries (see Kelly, Spanish Dollars and Silver Tokens, p. 24) and the doubts, 
still sometimes expressed, concerning the status of the countermarked Half- 
Dollars appear to be without foundation.
